Wage Adjustment Boards Needed 

“One thing that is needed is the 
extension through all industries, whether 
employing organized labor or not, of 
wage adjustment boards. ‘These boards 
might be for a single plant, or a group 
of plants in a single company, or for an 
entire industry, or where plants of the 
same kind at® located in a community, 
then a wage adjustment board for the 
community for that particular industry. 
These boards are made up of equal 
representation of workers and manage- 
ment, sometimes with a neutral chair- 
man. ‘They determine in advance 
and for a period of time, wages, hours 
and all conditions of employment. They 
may form arbitration beards which 
can be called at any time to interpret 
procedure, or make rulings in cases of 
misunderstanding and to adjudicate 
disputes. Wage adjustment boards 
train the workers and the management 
j together in the peaceful settlement of 
disputes and develop the -pgupeiple. of 
self-determination by shops ‘Or indus- 
tries or those engaged in’ them,’’—

Mayet, France, March 7, 1919 
Dear Family: 

Just a few lines to let you all know 
that I am enjoying the best of health 
and trust that this will find you the 
same. The weather here just now, is 
of the very best. 

We have a Catholic priest as chap- 
lain, and a bunch of fellows got to- 
gether and formed a choir, so we have 
plenty of opportunities of going te 
church, and it seems much like home. 

About two weeks ago, we passed in 
review before Gen. Pershing, and a 
pretticr sight you never saw. Just 
imegine 25,000 gathered together in one 
big feld. At a given signal, the Di- 
visional band, numbering 250 pieces, 
struck up and the whole mass began tc 
march in review. ‘The infantry, con- 
sisting of about 10,000 men with their 
bayonets shining in the sun, looked 
wonderful. 

Sunday, if nothing goes wrong, I am 
going on a two weeks’ leave down near 
the border of Italy, where the oranges 
and lemons grow. We had an order read 
to the effect of the time of our de- 
parture for home, and we are the first 
troops to leave in April, We are now 
hard at work battling the “‘cooties,”’ 
for those that don’t get rid of them, 
don’t get home with their outfits. 
There was only one found in the bat- 
talion today. We have quite a few 
shows here. 

Our captain, ‘Bill’? Howe, was de- 
corated with a “Croix de Guerre” 
which by rights should have been a 
‘distinguished service medal,’’ for a 
gamer man never lived. All the boys 
would go through hell for him. 

We play a lot of football, baseball 
and basketball. There is a K. of C. 
and a Y. M..G. A. hut in town, as well 
as plenty of French stores. Hoping to 
see you all soon, I remain, as ever,

NINETH WEEK OF STRIKE 


Lawrence People at Cambridge 
Forum to Defend City—24,669 
Persons Working Says 
H. L. Sherman 


The ninth week of the Lawrence 
strike of textile workers began Mon- 
day, with a new slogan, ‘*44—54"’, 
with hints from the strikers that a 
crisis is soon to take place. There 
seems to be no lack of funds and many 
statements made by those who have 
sympathized with the strikers as to the 


pitiable condition of these people, 
have been refuted. 

Several Lawrence people, namely, 
Mr. and Mrs. Laurence J. O'Leary, 


Mr. and Mrs. H. L. Sherman, Misses 


Mary Scanlon, Katherine ‘Twomey, 
Mary Looney, Katherine Regan and 
School Committeeman Thomas M. 


Jordan, were present at a forum meet- 
ing in the Brown Nichols School hall 
in Cambridge, Sunday evening. Mrs. 
William Z. Ripley, wife of a@ Harvard 
instructor, was the principal speaker 
and her subject was ‘Conditions in 
Lawrence’. She had made a flying 
visit to the city and reported that, 
“the conditions were cramped and that 
many of the homes of workers were in 
and around mill districts; that 86 per 
cent of the workers here are foreigners, 
and that most of the children between 
the ages of fourteen and eighteen 
years, are working in the mills; that 
babies and mothers in this city are 
suffering.”’ ‘Ihe local persons present 
listened to her tell of the shooting of 
the late Alfio Poppalardo in a soup 
kitchen, and gained the impression 
from the way it was told, that the police 
shot a striker in a soup kitchen. 
Lawrence J. O’Leary refuted many of 
these statements and forced her to 
acknowledge that she was wrong in 
many of her remarks. He talked of 
the conditions in the schools here, and 
explained the night school systems. 
He also spoke of the housing condi- 
tions and told his audience that just as 
deplorable conditions as those referred 
to, could be found in ‘Cambridge, 
Brookline .or any other American city. 


H. L. Sherman addressed the meet- 
ing and referred to statistics which he 
had with him, showing that about 
24,000 people are working in ten mills, 
and that a very small per cent of the 
workers are really on strike. 

On Monday the general. strike com- 
mittee announced its willingness to 
submit its case to arbitration by H, B. 
Endicott: and abide by his decision. 

According to H. L. Sherman’s report, 
24,669 persons are working in the mills 
at the present time, and _— strikers 
number only between 4000 and 5000. 
He is treasurer of the Merchant Trust 
Company, and chairman of the Labor 
Board, and said that the officials were 
obliged to protect this large number of 
workers against the comparatively small 
number of those who will not work 
unless they get what they demand. 

Mr. Sherman declared that very few 
cases of sickness among babies or 
adults had been reported by the strike 
committee to city physicians or the 
District Nurses’ Association, and that 
all which had been reported had _ re- 
ceived immediate attention. He said 
that English speaking workers and 
many of the non-English, are living in 
sanitary and comfortable  surround- 
ings, and the strikers could live under 
the same conditions if they wanted to. 

Since November 1, 1918, there has 
been a net gain in saving deposits of 
more than $2,000,000 reports, Mr. 
Sherman, 

An order directing the Governor to 
appoint a committee of four Senators 
and seven Representatives to make a 
thorough investigation of existing in- 
dustrial conditions in Lawrence, as 
well as the causes, conduct and effects 
of the strike now in progress there, 
was filed in the House Tuesday, by 
Representative Elihu D. Stone of 
Dorchester. 

The order, which also demands an 
inquiry into the conduct of the local 
authorities at -Lawrence, in regard 
to the strike, directs that the commit- 
tee shall report to the present Legisla- 
ture, not later than May 15th. 

Representative Stone believes that 
the Labor trouble at Lawrence has now 
teached such magnitude, that it can 
be.no longer overlooked. ;

The Squirrel’s Nest 


“The gray squirrel makes a nest of 

% leaves. * He is more or less busily en- 
gaged in leaf construction during the 
entire year,’? writes Dr. Edward F, 
Bigelow, the Scout Naturalist, in Boys’ 
Life for April. ‘‘Even in the summer 
he cuts off the green leaves and skill- 
fully packs them among the branches 
or in the fork of a tree, so that they 
shed the rain and roof a cavity big 
enough to shelter twe or three squirrels. 
Until within a few years I supposed tha 
these leafy homes were for rearing the 
young only, but, in a small grove near 
my own home, I find a number of leaf 
nests occupied by the squirrels at 
various times. I have never known 
them to bring forth the young in these 
nests. That takes place in a small 


squirrel house provided for them by one 
of my From this small 
house the young squirrels venture out 
a little later in the spring. Under thes 
artificial conditions, the squirrels may 
act a little differently than in the wild 
woods. I recall vividly, the bending 
down of a white birch tree that con- 
tained a leaf nest, and having four young 
gray squirrels drop out of it as the nest 
fell to pieces. I still feel a keen regret 
for having destroyed a squirrel home, 
pub I am glad to. add; that when | 
placed the young in the nest, fecon- 
structed on the ground to the best of my 
ability, the mother squirrel came and 
carried them to a hollow tree, as a cat 
will carry a kitten or a mouse will carry 
the young, though by a somewhat 
different: method.”’

FROM HISTORIC FRANCE 


Sergt. F. J. Nuckley Writes from 
Mehun — Busy Days in 
Ordnance Camps 


Mehun Yevre, France, 
March 1, 1919 


| Andover Public Safety Committee, 


Andover, Mass., U. S. A. 
Gentlemen: 

I wish to take this opportunity to 
thank you for your kindness and 
thoughtfulness in sending me the little 
booklet, ‘‘Andover’s Christmas Greet- 
ings,’’ which I found on my desk on re- 
turning from my leave. 

It was certainly mighty fine to re- 
ceive the greetings of the several com- 
mittees and churches of old Andover, 
over here in France. 

At present we are located in the 
central part of France, al Camp Mar- 
nagne or Beauvoir, as the French people 
prefer to call it. 

This is a very historic part of France. 
In the town of Mehun stands the ruins 
of the castle.of Charles VII of France, 
just outside the camp is one of the old 
chateaux of the Duc de Berry, afterward 
a convent frequently visited) by Jean 
d’Arc, and the nearest city is Bourges, 
the ancient Avaricum. The people of 
this city, the first people of Gaul, took 
part in an insurrection against Caesar, 
under the leadership of Vercingetorix, in 
53. B. C. A remnant of the Roman 
occupation, the old Roman road, passes 
through our camp. 

This camp was chosen for the site of 
the original A. C. B. D. FF. It now 
contains the Atelier de Mehun = sur 
Yevre, or Ordnance Repair Shops and 
the Ordnance Evacuation Camp. 

At present we are exceptionally busy 
as this place is the great artillery center 
for all artillery used or captured by the 
A. E. F., as well as the concentration 
and evacuation center of all ordnance 
men. 

We are receiving on an average, 
about fifty carloads of material per day. 
This includes nearly every known 
fighting device used in this war, both 
Allies and Hun. 

We have long since filled every avail- 
able inch of. storage space in the ware- 
houses and shops, and we now present a 
very belligerent appearance, as we have 
covered ‘acres of the fields about us 
with artillery and other equipment, 
once the pride of Satan’s successor. 

Here, the passerby can look with 
perfect safety into the mouths of 
hundreds of Hun cannon, ranging all the 
way from the little trench mortar to the 
huge, heavily armored railroad artillery. 

A part of this material is brand new, 
and it presents quite an artistic appear- 
ance, being camouflaged with various 
colors. More of it is now unserviceable, 
bearing mute testimony of the excel- 
lence of Yankee marksmanship. 

It is interesting to note the inscrip- 
tions on the different pieces. Here is 
one captured by the 26th Division, 
another by the 42nd, while another fell 


prey to the 28th, and so on. In con- 
nection with this, I wish to say that it 
was most pleasing to me to read this 
inscription on the first large German 
gun to arrive here last Fall: “If this 
gun is found unserviceable, kindly ship 
it to Governor McCall of Massachusetts, 
to be set up on Boston Common as a 
gift of the 26th Division.’ To the 
best of my knowledge, the Colonel 
condemned it at once. 

Aside from the captured and. sal- 
vaged material arriving daily, the thing 
most dear to us all just now, is that all- 
absorbing question, ““When do we go 
home?’’ 

The boy, who shouted with the 
greatest enthusiasm a few months ago, 
“When are we going Over?’’, 
shouting with equal 
wanna go home.’’ 

For my own part, I fear J am going 
to be here to take down the flagpole, 
As the “top-kicker’’ of a company as 
large as an ordinary battalion, | may 
not see Andover for some months. Just 
now we occupy seven barracks and two 
mess halls. 

As Taps has just sounded, I must 
come to a halt. 

With best wishes for the good people 
of Andover, who so thoughtfully sent 
their Christmas Greetings across the 
seas to the boys in France, I am,

There is some kind of a particular 
pest every year, and the one scheduled 
for the coming spring and early sum- 
mer is one which has been much dis- 
cussed lately. It is the ‘‘seventeen 
year’ locust, so called. As a matter of 
fact, it is not a locust atall. It belongs 
to the grasshopper family. And what 
is more, it does not always come in 
seventeen years — it has been known to 
arrive in thirteen. 

Uncivilized races have been very 
superstitious over its appearance. in 
vast numbers. And well they might be, 
for the mullitudinous swarms eat up 
all kinds of vegetation and = would 
certainly indicate that punishment had 
befallen the earth. 

The year 1868 was the greatest 
locust’ year in this country’s history. 
Then a brood known as “nineteen” 
which is the largest of the thirteen- 
year broods, appeared together with 
brood ten, as it is called. It requires 


from thirteen to seventeen years for 
these insects to develop beneath the 
ground, and they suddenly appear. | 


While their appearance this vear has | 
been anticipated in a degree by ones 
who have studied the matter and 
prepared against a terrible plague and 
there is not much likelihood of their 
coming to New England, it is never- | 
theless important for everyone to be | 
forewarned and take all known  pre- 
ventive measures. The United States 
Department of Agriculture will) fur- 
nish, upon request, any information 
they have regarding the best methods 
to pursue in order to minimize the 
dangers to agricultural interests against 
this pest.

| Special Courses at M. A.C. 


The Massachusetts Agricultural Gol- 
lege has just announced its policy to 
repeat as often as may be necessary, the 
special six weeks short course in agri- 
‘culture and horticulture for returning 
isoldiers and sailors. Such a course was 
given at the college during February and 
March of this year. The success of the 
first course, and the number of inquiries 
lreceived from men in-service in’ the 
United States and France, has induced 
the college to make this provision for 
men who wish a short period of practi- 


cal instruction as a preparation for 
| farming. 
| The next six weeks special short 


course will begin April 14th and close 
May 24th. Instruction will be given in 
soils and fertilizers, field crops, types 
and breeds of live stock, poultry hus- 
bandry, farm management, farm = ma- 
chinery, fruit’ growing and dairying. 
Tuition is free. No fees of any kind are 
required in this course. 

It is expected to make special pro- 
vision during the summer term, be-

try again and this time he found that 
he had got about forty kilometers 
behind the front into an American 
Artillery School that was practicing at 


shooting! 


His first’ experience in getting a 


Boche plane was once when four of 
them were out on patrol. They saw two 


planes each containing two Germans. 
Ilis roommate, Lieut. Wilfred V. Cas- 
grain of Detroit,- and he, chased the 
planes for five miles and into Germany. 
Then he stayed on top, his roommate 
got beneath the two, and they finally 
shot and killed the men. The planes 
flopped to the earth and crashed. Lieut. 
Casgrain’s plane had a wing shot off, so 
that he had no control over it. He fell 
to the ground and landed in No Man’s 
land, to be taken prisoner by the Ger- 
mans. But they both had downed 
their first planes. 

The next time he with three others, 
was, acting as a patrol for a photo- 
grapliing’ machine.. Six Boche- planes 
approached. The man got his pictures 
and started for home. The four patrol 
planes had a regular ‘‘dog-fight’’, as 
they call it, with the six enemy planes. 
They finally got two and the others 
gave up the attack and turned for home. 

His third victory was about the 
hardest. Tle was sent after a German 
balloon that was on German ground, 
guarded by anti-aircraft’ guns and 
machine guns. Ile had to go, because 
he was.-ordered, o°attack the balloon 
with a pretty slim chance of escaping 
the guns. His first attack brought forth 
a huge volley of firing, so that he had to 
go up again. 
second time and got the balloon. It 
blazed up into flames and burned. He 
departed rapidly. 

A most. spectacular experience was 
the next. Tle attacked a German “reg- 
lage’? im No Man’s land. As he shot 
it, it blazed into flames and went falling 
burning to the ground, where he watch- 
edit burn for ten minutes. The Boches 
were burned, — loo. About — twenty 
minutes later on that very same day, he 
got another plane which didn’t) burn, 
but which went falling over and over 
to the ground and lay smashed to bits 
with its occupants dead, 

The other two planes «which he 
downed were nol wilnessed by two per- 
sons from the ground; therefore, they 
were not official. They were none the 
less daring and certainly none the less 
brave. He was alone protecting a 
photographing machine and all at 
once saw” twelve Germans coming 
toward them. For five minutes he 
watched them, realizing that the other 
American plane did not see the Huns. 
Hle managed to get up and around the 
machines and wounded the observer. 
They then took turns diving from above 
and finally he got one plane. He saw 
that the photographing machine was 
safe and = started for home himself, 
His plane was riddled with many bullet 
holes and it was no easy matter to pur- 
sue his course. The Germans were 
following and he had to zig-zag all the 
wav 
ne went over about 
ten miles into the German line to 
attack a balloon. The observer in the 
balloon got scared and startled to float 
down in his parachute. He thought to 
see his balloon burning up, but Capt. 
Buckley’s guns jammed and he was 
unable to do a thing. He worked on 
them as he went along toward home and 
finally got them fixed. All at once he 
saw shrapnel on the line. That meant a 
German plane was there. So he turned 
around and went after him. For about 
ten miles he chased that) plane and 
finally got it. Four “fokkers’’ immedi- 
ately came out to get him, but they 
chased in vain, for he got back home in 
safety.
